- After pur- 
chasing the flowers, they would get into a quiet corner 
and make up their pretty little boutonniére with their 
own little deft fin ir two brothers lived in the 
same room with them, and between the five they made 
about £2 a week ! - 

Cheapside also contains a get variety of street 
hawkers. Here you sce children’s toys and penny 
 paeonyr in t profusion: Dog collars, too, have a 

ome in Cheapside, as have also knife-grinders and 
tricksters. 

To obtain really exhaustive material on the subject of 
street hawking, a “ tander,” (1.e..a man who has been 
at the business for forty. years) is the best person to 
interview. Key-ring vendors und penny watch sollers 
are about as prosperous as any of these street 
merchants. The former buy the ring; at 3s. 6d. a gross, 
and sell them at 9s. 6d. The watches are purchased at 
Hounslow at 8s. a gross, and sold at a profit of 100 per 


cent. 

Scores of other articles might be mentioned. The 
penny ices, the “hot potato duckie,” the hot chestnut 
stands, and the rest, but enough has been said, we think, 
to give the reader an outline of what the life of the 
intinerant merchant is like.
